OF the Scotch clergy, we have time to do little more 
than mention the names of some of those great and 
good men. The history of that pulpit would furnish 
ample materials for a whole article. Of Knox we 
have already spoken, nor can we speak too highly. 
With the simplicity of a child, he united the heroism 
ofa martyr. Melville was lke bim. O what a no- 
ble line has been raised up on that consecrated spot. 
Speak we of the Erskines, they were high souls. They 
knew, and loved, and preached the truth. Boston 
and Brown were eminent nen; so were Moncreif, 
and Walker, and Wishart, Macknight, and Davidson, 
land Blair.
